I do not onvy tlu^ fi i'liiig.s of 
those on shore who have friends on bouril 
tho Enterprise to-night, willi ihu 
wind howling like a demon through liio 
streets of the city.

Editor, that no matter what 
may occur, you have eh^ared your sldrts 
of any responsibility.

the lignite seam was burning and the 
earth crumbled as would a pile of ashes, 
and tons of ourth can be displaced with a 
stick. Au oxtonBion of twenty feet has 
been added to the now bridge since its 
completion, and tho wagonroad has to be 
rc-cut further back once or twice a year — 
caused by tho burning lignite and water- 
wash of tho river. 

Noticing this I recalled my having read 
of a novel process for extrasting eoppor 
metal from tho otude ore. Briefly it was 
tHis: — Tho ore, taken from the mine un- 
der contract of ono dollar and a quarter 
per ton, was placed iu cars and convoyed 
by rail to a duini), tho site of which had 
boon provioualy iirepnred by placing a 
layer of cordwood ou shavings aud other 
combustibles, say to a thickuoas of two 
feet. Iu the centre is a tall chimney with 
eouuccting flues for tho necessary draft. 
Tho ore is then dumped ou tho wood un- 
til a pile sixty feet iu length, thirty feet 
in width, and fifteen feet high of tho cop- 
per oro has been accumulated (llguros 
from moiuory.) Tho mutch ia then ap- 
plied to the shavings aud aoou the sul- 
phur contained iu tho copper oro ignites 
and burns incessantly without any addi- 
tional fuel or labor for tho period of four 
months. At tho end of that time, tho 
sulphur being nearly nil consumed, it ia 
agniu placed on the cars aud taken to tlio 
mill where tho oro is fed into pans aud 
puddled in boiling water. From those 
pans tho decomposed matter is run into 
settlors jiartly tilled with scraps of iron 
and boiliug v»-«ter added. Tho iron pre- 
cipitates the copper and fifty per cent, of 
metal is thua obtained from this, tho first 
workiug. Tlio residue is then taken back 
and placed on top of the now charge or 
pilo of ore which is being built; aud so 
tho process goes ou ad infinitum. 

This may not be new to some of your 
many readers; but right here is what lam 
drifting at. The seams of lignite which I 
saw ou tho Fraser burning, or rather, 
smoking, for I saw no lire, are tno 
shai:i)igs and icood, which ignite tho 
sulphur coutrtined in tho mineral and 
copper oro and tho iron which 
abounds in the hills and moun- 
tains of that locality, is th« precipitant; 
hence (crude deduction) the molten con- 
dition of the disiutograted gold aud other 
motalrf foniul as well in tho veins, /. e. 
flues, and tlic sands of the river or lissuros 
iu tho mountnios. Spoakiug of lissures 
and lisburo veins reminds ma that at 
Kteamboat Siu-iugs, iu tho viciuity of 
Carson City, Nevada, Prof'issor Siiliman 
told me tbnttruo fissure veins were being 
filled by nature to order, and in a few 
thousoud jears more (not long to wait, 
you know,) they would bo ready for tho 
miners' use; being formed into Btonmbont 
Springs quartz-mining lodges. At the 
presGut time hundreds of jets of stoiimaro 
seen issuing from tho crevices to a height 
of a hundred feet or more. Socu from a 
distance tliey present a view as of a largo 
if'anufacturiug district. Tho Professor 
made several tests and assays from tho 
slum de))osited on tho sides of tbofissares 
and found all the component parts of gold 
and ospoBially silver bearing quartz Iqdcs. 

Another, and the last, illustration which 
occurs to me now is found in tho silver 
mines of (?a9teru Nevada. Hero the oro 
for a depth of sixty feet is a chloride 
and below this sulphurate. The 
theory is that once these hills were 
overflowed with hot suit water, which 
chlorodized the sulphurOt ore. Here, 
again, wo have a comparison nearer home 
of the overflowed mountains in the petri- 
fied oyster bods found on Jackass Moun- 
tain, 3000 feet above the present level of 
the sea. 

My theories and oonolusiona may be 
erroneous; but I give them.

Tho prisouor, wlio was defondedby Mr. 
MoElmen, pleaded uot guilty. 

A jury being sworn in, 

The Attorney-General in opening the 
cfiBo stated thut tho prisoner, a eailor from 
H.M.8. Shab, was undergoing a term of 
12 raomtbs' imprisoumont for insnbordi- 
natioE at tho time the assault was commit- 
ted. 

Phillip r. Woollacott being swotn said 
ho was a gaoler; ho was on duty at Vic- 
.toria gaol on tho Ist November; tho pri-

plaoe. 

In answer to Mr. McElmen— might 
have gone about two yards after having 
beoustrasb before tnrning ronnel; was 

certain tho prisoner said "ho would," 
whoa witnois told him ho would not do 
that to his fiico; romember saying it was 
the act of a moan man; tho pissago was 
full at tho time; tho piissago is 8 yards 
long; at tho end is the hreplace; aftor be- 
ing struck went into the outor yard and 
told Superintendent Bowdou; this was af- 
ter ho had spoktMj to Boylo. 

In answer to tho Attorney Gocernl — 
Was oortaiu that ho apoke to Boy lo before 
going into tlio outer yard; the prisoner 
did not deny at tho time that he had 
thrown the coal. 

Johnny, an Indian, having been duly 
cautioned by un interpreter, said ho was 
an|inma:e of Victoria gaol on the 1st of 
November; about 1 o'clock saw tho 
prisoner throw some coal at Woollacott, 
who was standing just outside tba door; 
the prisoner was standing close to the fire 
at the end of the passage; the coal hit 
Wp611aoott^ba;theijbapX-6f the head; did 
not know what Woollacott said. 

In answer to Mr. McElmen— The_ pri- 
soner was close to tho lire; - tHe ' witness 
was also noar tho lire. 

Shewlap. an Indian, said he was in tho 
gaol on tlio 1st November; Mr. Woolla- 
cott opened the doors of all the cells at 1 
o'clock that day; saw the prisoner throw 
a piece of coal at Mr. Woollacott, tha 
coal struck him on the back of the head 
nearly knocking him down; was standing 
near tho fire. 

This closed the case for tho prosecu- 
tion. 

Mr. McElmon called the following wit- 
nesses for tho dofeuco: 

Samuel White, being sworn, said ho ro- 
colliotod a difficulty taking placo in the 
gaol about some coal being thrown; Boyle 
and Woollacott were there; the prisoners 
wero being let out of their ©ells; the pas- 
sago was fall; on witness coming out of 
his cell he went up and spoke to Boyle; 
was certain Boyle 'bad nothing in his 
hands; he tickled the witness in the ribs 
and ho must have I'elt it if tliore had#)een' 
anything in bis hands; saw tho coal pass 
him; it could uot have been thrown by 
lioylo as bo was in front of witness; was 
certaio that Hhowl.ap, the last witnerta,wa3 
in his coll and therefore could not see 
what took placo; Johnny,' the other In- 
dian, was standing near the fire; when 
Woollacott v,-a:i struck he lirst stumbled 
and then turiiod round and swinging 
round his kejs said tho man that did that 
was a coward ; Boylo then said he did not 
throw tho ooal, but if Woollacott wanted 
anything ho could give it him. 

la answer to tho Attorney-General— 
Boylo was an old sliipintte of the witness; 
thepaBsagu was full; was certain thut 
siiowlap was iu his coll hccauiic witnc.s» 
saw him through tho wicket; when Wool- 
lacott tamed round Boyle said he did not 
throw the stone, but he could give Wool- 
lacott anything ho wanted; he supposed 
Boylo said this because it came into his 
head; Woollacot did not charge Boylo 
with throwing the stone: McNeil was in 
front of Boylo in going oul; any of them 
were |ikely to say what Boylo had said; it 
was not the rnle of the service to ofTcr to 
fight, but they did' not always go by tho 
rules. 

In luiswor lo his JionlBliip— \yas qiiitp 
oeitaia that JJoylo iliil not throw tlio coal. 

William McS'cil ^aid ho was in the gaol 
on tho 1st November when tho assault 
took place; was tho nearest one to Mr. 
Woollacott; could not see who threw the 
coal; on Woollatott being struck ho stum- 
bled and then went out and brought Mr. 
Bo\Yden in; Woolhicnt'thcn asked 13oyle 
if ho was tho man to do Unit before his 
face? Boylo :':ud "Do what ? " and on Air. 
Woqllaoo't repeating IJ|o liuestion tiaid, "if 
you want anything I'll oblige you." There 
wap no'tUidg further said about ybo threw 
the coal ; Boyle never said' "he would do 
it" in reference to the coal. 

In auawijr to tho Attornoy-Gonerul — 
Was not in a position to say who threw 
tiie'pqiil, 

This finishing the case for tho defence, 
Mr.' Mo]']luu,-n f-nininied un iu a few 
W0rd:i, referring to tlio diifad vantage to 
the defouoo b.y tho pro8ocution_ bringing 
forward Indian witnesses, who it was im- 
possible to cross-examine, nud placing 
muoh weight on tho evidence of White 
as to tho impossibility .,o£ Boyle's 
throwing tho coal. In conclusion he 
thnnkod tho jury for their attention to 
tho ca!<o and asked them to return a ver- 
diot pf ncij^uitlal, 

The Attornoy-Gcneral in replying con- 
tended that an assault had boon clearly 
proven, and also that tho Indians, who 
had nothing to ctpect for their evidence, 
had proved who committed the assault 
With reference lo tlio ovidenoo for tho do 
fenco he commG;iti'd on tho ovidenoo of 
White wljo says Uoylo was not accnued 
of throwing tho coal at Woollacot. Now, 
the otber witness comes forward and most 
ehiphutically doolaros that Woollacot ac- 
cused Bojd'.! (jf throwing tho coal, and 
• this Iftttor stutoniont is homo cut by Mr, 
Woollacot, and also by one of tho Indians. 
Thoroforo tho dtutotnuut niado by White 
must bo through either forgotfulnoss or 
most wilful perjury. With reference to 
tljero being a large number of men pres* 



ent, and that the coal was thrown from bp- 
hind, he spoke of tho excellent aiiu vKidh 

the man must have taken so that the ooal 
should pass over tho heads of somo 40 
men and through a door without it strik- 
ing anyone between. As for tho imputa- 
tion cast on the prosecution for calling 
Indian evidence he considered that they 
wero the only reliable ones who saw the 
assault. Who would expect the witness 
White to give testimony against his old 
shipmate? The learned gentleman con- 
cluded by commenting rather severely on 
witness' evidence and voracity. 

His Lordship said it ai)i)eared quite 
clear that an assault had been committed. 
It remained for the Jury to say whether 
or uot the prisoner potomitted!It;' t.3i ro- 
foring to tho Indian evidence he said if 
thoro was any fault to be found it was 
with the whiteman, who did not under- 
stand their language. The Indians in 
this case appeared to bo perfectly willing 
to toll all they know, but the white mau 
is unable to grasp tho meaning of all he 
says on account of tho imperfection in the 
language. Referring to the remaining 
o\idonoo his Lordship said ho considered 
that White was the only witness for tho 
defence and that his ovidenoo was doubt 
ful, as bo contradicted himself, and if any- 
thing, rather goes to prove that Boylo did 
throw the cool. He considered that the 
evideiicie of MeNail.WMiaTO^ for both 
sides. In oonolusioh he directed tho jury 
to consider whether the testimony of 
Whito should bo taken as against that of 
Woollacot, McNeil and tho two Indians. 

The jury then retired. 

AfTSn ItBOBSS 

Tlio jury returned, having found a ver- 
dict oi guilty against tho prisoner William 
Boylo, with a reoommondation to morcy. 

His Lordship then asked tho prisoner 
whether ho had anything to say why sen- 
tence 8hou:d not bo passed on him. 

Mr. McElmen said lie would re- 
servo his point as to tho evidence being 
sutlicient to iirove that Woollacott was a 
peace officer. 

His LordaUiii said that it was evident 
that the witness White had committed 
perjury and. ho thought he ought to be 
punished. With refisrence to tho case in 
point the prisoner is only convicted of a 
misdomeauor, and ho could uot sontcnce 
him to a term excojjt dating from to-day. 
Now ho had power to sentonco him to ii 
term of imprisonment which will extend 
long ovor August next, at which time the 
prisoner's terra of imprisonment will ex- 
pire. Ho believed this was a wanton, 
cowardly assault, unlike a British sailor, 
who generally meets his foe faoo to face 
if ho has one. Ho, thoroforo, sentenced 
the priaoiior to two years' imprisonment, 
less one mouth, with hard labor. Ho 
rofiietted that corporal punishment wns 
not allowed, for ho certainly thought this 
cuHo richly deserved it. 

His Lordship then advieed the Attornoy- 
Goncral to prosecute 8amuel White for 
perjury. 

ASSAULTINO AN OFFICER. 

Patrick Konealy, charged with assault- 
ing as officer, and with infiictiog actual 
bodily harm, was arraigned. 

The prisoner, defundod by Mr. Mc- 
Elmon, pleaded guilty to a common as- 
sault, with tho consent of tho Attorney- 
General. 

His Lordship said ho considered Mr. 
McElmen had done well for bis client, 
for he thought that if it had gone to the 
jury that they would have returned a ver- 
dict that the prisoner had committed a 
brutal assault— one that disgnsts every- 
one. He was afraid that he could not 
give sufB-^ient protection to a police 
officer, but for every person's sake ho 
must sentence the prisoner to 12. months' 
imprisonment in the copi^Q^on gaql \viih 
hard labor. 

liAKCHNV. 

Ah Sam, a Chinaman, indiotod for, on 
tho llth day of June lost, stealing certain 
articles from Annie Mairtiia Smith; also, 
with being iu possession - of. the samb 
articles. , 

Tho prisoner, who was nndefeDdad;-' 
pleaded not guilty. 

A jury was then sworn in. 

The Attorney-General in opening the 
case said the prisoner was at one time in 
the Jstrvice of the prosecti'trizj and it was 
from knowledge gained then that the 
prisoner was enabled to take these things. 

Anqie Martha Smith was then calloJ, 
anil having been sworn, said tho prisoner 
was in her omplo}- during Pobruary and 
March last at Nanaimo; he was also iu her 
employ about a week at Victoria in May 
lost; this was in Broad street, (he house 
from which tho goods 'were taken, she 
discharged him ifl May; about throe 
weeks after sbo (witness) wont up to Na- 
naimo; was abBont about two days and a- 
lialf; locked all the doors whou fho wont 
away; tho wardrobe was also looked; loft 
tho house iu charge of a person who was 
to 300 that the doors wore not unfantened; 
left the key with a colored man; ho had 
the l(oy to tho kitchen door; bii hor re- 
turn found tho hall and wardrobe doors 
open; first missed' blankets, sproaJa, 
recognised tho blankets produced; 
they wero up stairs iu tho baok 
room; also missed a shawl, riibng 
hat, gloves, sheets, door-«haiu, tho last- 
named in tbo wardrobe on tho slii.'lf ; es- 
timated tho value of tho double blanket 
at SIO, tho single about SO, and tho rid- 
ing hat at §9; had not been able to re- 
cover any of the other (^rt^pleq. 

Constable Lindsay, being dwprn, said 
ho was' a peace officer; recollected arrest- 
ing tbo prisoner; when ho took the pri- 
soner to Mr. Bravormau for idontification 
ho said, "Suppose I go gaol, you look 
out." i\Ir. Bravormau thou said h^ did 
not recollect h^m; bu^ tben asked hiin 
abp^tBOCf^e wl^ite stnu*- he bougtit; tho 
prisoner used bad langnago and witness 
had 8omo difficulty in taking him to gaol, 
liually bad to catch l(old of lus cuo. 

Uonutivblo Whito testified to finding tho 
single blankets in Bravermun'o store and 
tho othora in Gldcnbiirg's. 

A. Oldenburg boiog sworn, said he was 
A panrnbrbker 'on GoT^rnmeni. street: 
identified tho prisoner as the Ohinamau 
who oamo to his storo on tho Itith Juno 
last tq pawn a puir' of blankets; did 
not pawn anything else; lent him 
§1 00; tho prisouor gave the name of M^ 
Sing. ^>r^.v>y 

I. Bravormau, boing sworn, said Ijo 
was a pawnbroker; idontiflod blanket pro- 
duced as havipg badn ^ilodged by a Ohi- 
naninn and on which ho advanced $l;tho 
Ohinnmau gave tho name of Ah Kun; 
could not recognize tlie prisoner. 

This finiahed the case for tho dofoBce. 

Tho prisoner made ratlier a humorous 
npeoch, concluding by saying that he 
know nothing about this oaHo'; lio suppos- 
ho had boon put in gaol for fun— that's 
all. 

His Lordship reviewed tho case tolling 
them that if from tho evidence theyiuferred 
that the prisoner was in potsesBion of those 
blankets knowing them to bs Rlolen " then 



they wiU find him guilty of tho second 
oount; if ;>&1S?i]i^ot^w ' hand, they think 
that he took all these goods or any of 

thorn, then thoy will find him guilty of 
stealing. If there are any doubts give 
tho doubt in favor of the prisoner. 

Tho jury retirod and aftfcr the absence 
of a few minutes returned with a verdict 
of guilty on the count. 

His Lordship then sentenced the pris- 
oner to imprisonment for 3 months swith 
hard labor for larceny. 

THE SNEAK THIEVEBY. 

Augustus Dieusy indicted for on the 
th Septomber burglariously entering the 
Presbyterian Church and taking there- 
from two ooats, tho property of Mr. Roid. 
Tho prisoner was charged on the second 
count with stealing the said coats. 

The prisoner, who was undefended, 
pleaded not guilty. 

A jury was sworn, ia. . 

Mr. Mason conducted the case on be- 
half of the Crown and in opening the case 
stated that tho first count was for 
breaking and entering tho Presbyterian 
Church; the second count is 'for simple 
larceny. 

Tho prisoner hero stutod that ho object- 
ed to being tried by a Eoman Catholic 
jury, as the first week he was in gaol a 
Boman priest came to him and said he 
would do all he could to got him convict- 
ed and if ho was uot convicted thou tlint 
ho would get all tho Irish Eoman Catho- 
lics in tho town to kill him. 

His Lordship said that tho prisoner had 
had an opportunity of challenging tho 
jury, but that it was too late now. 

The prisoner said ho objected to being 
tried by fanatics. Ho did not see how he 
was to got a fair trial if ho was not allow- 
ed to challonge thp jury. 

His Lordship after enquiry informed 
tho prisoner thut thoro were no Boman ' 
Catholics on the jury. 

Rev. J. Iteid was then sworn and said 
ho was tho elergyman of the Prosbyterian 
Church; recollected ou tho evening of the 
9tb Soiitombor hearing some noiso in the 
vestry, but could not leave being then in 
the middle of his sermon; after service, 
however, ho found on examination the 
outer door of tho vestry open and two 
coats stolen from the cupboard ; saw the 
coats last jax.t before service; tho cup- 
board door was also open; also missed a 
flagon; sav/ the ooats next in the Police 
Court. 

In answer to tho prisoner — Did not see 
him at all that day. 

Superintendout Bowden being sworn, 
said he arrested the priapher who lived in 
a cottage adjoining the Australiah house; 
found there tho flagou produced; from in- 
formation received during several days 
previous ho had gouo to the pawnbroker, 
Mr. Oldenburg, and there found the two 
coats produced. 

In answer tp the prisoner witness said 
ho had been looking for him iot several 
days; it TW9 in consequence of the de- 
scription given by Oldenburg of the man 
who pawned tho coat, 

A. Oldenburg testified to the prisoner 
pawning the coats at his store; he pledged 
the coats for $5; did not ask tho man's 
name, bnt gave him a ticket; had asked 
the prisoner what his occupation was and 
he said he wos eng iged as a bookkeeper. 

The prisoner in addressing the jury de- 
nied having stolen tho coats, but said 
thoy wero loft with him as security against 
SG loaned to a French Canadian. 

Mr. Mason addressed tho jury in a fow 
words drawing their attention to the main 
facts. 

His Lordship said it waS quite clear 
that someone had broken into tho church 
and taken these things; ho then explained 
the law of breaking into s, domicile, di- 
recting the attention of tho jury to the 
two counts, 1st, breaking into and stealing 
three coats, 2niJ, pawning the goods 
knowing them to bo stolen; " ' 

The jury retiied, and after an absence 
of a few minutes returned, having found 
tho prinoner guilty ou both counts. 

Augustus Dieusy was arraigned for 
.having feloniously broken into tho Pres- 
byteHan Church and having stolen there- 
from one electro-plated fiagon, and wi^h 
Btealiug the said flagon. 

The prisoner pleaded uot guilty. 

A jury wore then sworn iu, and Mr, 
Mason opened tho case, ofter which the 
following ovidonco was taken: 

Rev. Mr. Reid testitiod to tho flogon bo- 
ing in the Church at the commencement 
of tho service and boing missing inimo- 
diately afterwards. 

jMr. Alex. Wilson said he was one of the 
trustees of the Presbyterian Church; iden- 
tified tho ilagou ijrotluced as being the 
jjroporty of the Church; also said that ho 
oloaud tho doors of tho vestry that night. 

Huporintondent bowden testified to iijjd- 
ing the flagou produced in the prisoner's 
room; it was close by tho bed, ce.verec^ 
ovor by coats hanging to a pog. 

Tho pri.Honer in addresbiug tho jury 
aaid that tho llagon was left with him witii 
tho coats, and that ha did not know it was 
btolen. 

Mr. Mason having Bumsned up His 

Lordship laid the evidence bufcrro the 
jury, commentiug ou tho defence as boing 
one ordinarily set up by persons accused 
of theft, namely, tijat thoy found the 
goods, or that Bomconii left them in tho 
house. He directed tho jury to considoy 
whether the person holding the fiagon 
broke into the qhtuoh, apd if bo was 
it tho prinoner if not, who wns it? and 
was tho prisoiujr guilty of receiving tho 
sitiuo knowing it to bo stolou V 

I\lr. Mason bore stated that tho Crown 
had thought it right to abandon two in- 
dictuiouts still reuniniqg ogainst tho pri- 
soner. 

'I'ho jury then retired at 6:25 p. m.; as 
ho\Yevor tiiey had pot agreed at 7 p'otook 
His Lordship adjouvaod the Clourt for 

two hours, 

At'.).-iO p.m. the jury returned, having 
found tho i)risoner guilty of having tho 
tliigoniu bis nossosaion knowing it to be 
stolon. 

Tho prisoner, in answer to tho Chi(4 
iTustico, as to whether he h^d aoything to 
say, said it v.'as only circumstantial evi- 
donco against him, 

lii v Lordship explained that a tbief does 
not generally go round and advertise in tlio 
papers that ho had stolon a certain thing. 
Tho jury in this case had formed a vardiot 
that ho had tho llngou in his possession 
knowing it to bo stolon ; every conscion- 
iious man nuuit know that flio story 
about tho sack was absurd. Of course, 
it was brought to his room; 
but it wa3 by himself, and I19 got tho 
the articles in the church. The oH'ouco 
was a very Qiiri..ii.s one. Ho would, thoro- 
foro, tionlenco him to two yoar.s in tho 
pcuitontiai.y for tho iirat ofTonco and six 
months in addition for the sooond olTouou. 

Tho Court then adjourued till 10 a. m. 
ou Friday next.
